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HISTORY 


The continuation school, which later became a General Vocational School, was organized in 1920 under the 
direction of Watson H. Otis. The purpose of the school was to teach dropouts to hold a decent job. A few years 
later, Mr. Otis became director and hired Owen E. Willard to teach woodworking. They both worked together to 
get a new area vocational school planned. Forty years ago, when Willard and Otis were asking for the new school, 
the price was half of what it is today. The school was located in the basement of Fitchburg High School, but after 
the fire in 1934 they were forced to move out. They relocated in Parkhill Mill C; and in December of the same year 
moved to Palace Stream Laundry on Broad St.. The Machine and electrical shops were added about this time. In 
1936 the continuation school was made into a General Vocational School. In 1940 the school also started National 
Defence Training in the machine shop. 

Mr. Spires was admitted to the faculty in 1942. In 1943 the auto shop and drafting department were added. 

The school was then moved from Broad St. to Valley Garage on Elm St. and B.F. Brown Jr. High School. 

In November of 1954 Watson H. Otis retired and Owen E. Willard was appointed acting director for the 
remainder of the school year. Owen E. Willard retired and in 1955 Franklin M. Angevine was elected director. In 
1964 the cities and towns in the area formed a planning committee to study and survey the need of a new vocation- 
al school. 

In September, 1966, Mr. George Spires was named acting director replacing Mr. Angevine who had become 
Director of Montachusett Regional. Mr. Spires was elected director of the Fitchburg Vocational School in 1967 
and continued in that capacity until Montachusett Regional absorbed the local school.
